May 24.—(AP)—Beating down the world’s

of Germany’s war power, the RAF dumped more than 2,000 
tons of bombs on the industrial city of Dortmund last night 
in the heaviest and most concentrated air attack in history. 


The unprecedented assault also‘ 


carried the RAF to another mile- 
stone in the aerial battle of Eu- 
rope, for, according to the air min- 
istry news service figures, it 
brought the total weight of explo- 
sives dropped on Germany by the 
RAF bomber command since the 
war began to 100,000 tons. 


Other Objectives. 


Brtish heavy bombers also »last- 
ed other objectives in the Ruhr, 
ranging up and down the vital in- 
dustrial valley which they flooded 
only a week ago by their breach- 
ing of the Moehne and Eder dams. 

In a shattering inaugural of the 
western half of Prime Minister 
Churchill's experiment to bomb 
the Axis into submission, an av- 
erage of over 33 tons of high ex- 
plosives and incendiaries plunged 
down on the eastern Ruhr city of 
Dortmund every minute for a full 
hour. 

The irresistible fire and destruc- 
tion was delivered at the ratio of 


more than eight pounds for every |’ 


one of the half-million residents of 
the iron, steel, coal and transporta- 
tion center. 

(CBS Correspondent How- 
ard K. Smith said in a broad- 
cast from Bern, Switzerland, 
that the raid left an estimated 
37,000 persons homeless in 
Dortmund. He said the Ger- 
man civilian defense and fire- 
fighting forces were caught 
“completely off guard.”) 

38 Planes Lost. 

To reach Dortmund the RAF 
sky fleet, three-fourths of which 
was made up of four-engined giants 
capable of lugging Britain's big-

gest block-busters, had to cross 
the Ruhr’s defense system, regard- 
ed by the British as the world’s 
most concentrated network of 
guns, planes, searchlights and de- 
tectors. Thirty-eight of the big 
bombers failed to get back. 

When the last planes reached 
Dortmund, however, smoke al- 
ready was billowing up as high as 
15,000 feet and one pilot said, 
“The flak had become so mod- 
erate it didn’t worry us.” The 
taming of the guns was accom- 
plished in spite of the fact the 
Nazis keep an estimated 750,000 
men employed on the air raid de 
fenses of western Germany. 

While the North African and 
Middle East air forces are ripping 
again and again into the Axis air- 
power based on Italy’s guardian is- 
lands, the RAF home fleet joined 
in the siege of Hitler’s European 
fortress with a vigor which sur- 
prised even its warmest admirers. 

It was only 12 days ago that the 
RAF had set a new record for the 
weight of bombs dropped by un- 
loading 1,500 tons on Duisburg, 
another vital Rruhr city. But that 
mark was far surpassed in last 
night’s deluge of scores of four-ton 
and two-ton block-busters and tens 
of thousands of incendiaries on 
Dortmund, whose importance to 
the Nazi war machine had in- 
creased with the transfer there of 
numerous industries from oft-bat- 
tered Essen.

Fighters Shoot Down 
Five of 16 Bombers 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—(AP) Desperate counterattacks 
by the Japanese in an attempt to regain control of Attu ap- 
eared in the making today as the Navy announced a second 
orate enemy air assault on the little Aleutian island. 


Twice great flights of twin-en-‘ 


gine enemy bombers have roared 
into the Attu area. Twice they 
have been turned back. Each time, 
presumably, they were prevented 
from accomplishing their objective 
—battering of American land 
troops who are steadily wiping 
out Japanese forces on Attu. 


The raids came on successive 
days, the Navy reported, with 
about 15 bombers participating 
Saturday and 16 Sunday. 


Strong Opposition. 

In each instance they met oppo- 
sition that apparently was so 
strong that their missions were 
interrupted. Two naval units, at- 
tacked by the first flight of bomb- 
ers, turned them back. Army 
Lightning fighter planes rose to 
battle when the second group was 
reported nearing Attu. The Light- 
nings possibly came from the 
American air field at Amchitka, 
some 200 miles to the east, indi- 
cating that efficient systems have 
been set up on Attu to call ‘or 
air support when needed. 


The fighters went into the aerial 
battle on the short end of a long- 
‘odds engagement, but came out! 
definitely on top. Five of the 16 | 


bombers were shot down in fierce 
fighting. Two American fighters 


| were lost, one shot down, the other | 
|listed as missing. One pilot was 
| rescued. 


Whence the bombers came re- 


mained in doubt. Many observers 
| believed they were based at Para- 
'mushiro, a Japanese sea and air 


base 630 miles to the west in the 
Kurile islands. The possibility 
exists, also, that they might have 
come from Japanese carriers hid- 
ing behind fog banks in the North 
Pacific. 

In the event they were carrier- 
based, a naval engagement is at 
least a possibility, for it is unlike- 
ly carriers would be there without 
escorting warships. 


> 


The extent of U. S. naval forces 
in the area never has been offi- 
cially disclosed. However, the 
Japanese in broadcasts have claim- 
ed— without confirmation — to 
have damaged seven United States 
vessels in air and submarine ac- 
tivity. Those claims assert that one 
battleship, two cruisers, a destroy- 
er and two warships of unspeci- 
fied type have been damaged and 
one destroyer sunk. 

Meantime, in land fighting on 
Attu, the Navy said, American 
forces are continuing hard pres- 
sure on beleagured enemy units. 

“A number of enemy points of 
resistance have been liquidated,” 
the communique added.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—(). 
The War Production Board today 
decreed a ban on the manufac- 
ture of women’s double-breasted 
suits and some other special types 
of garments, limited cuff buttons 
to two, and instituted a two-way 
control on use of fabrics aimed at 
trimming the sweep of evening 
gowns. 

At the same time, the WPB lift- 
ed its original ban on the use of 
wool for linings and pockets and 
said it was “acting to enaourage 
increased unit output of women’s 
and children’s clothing out of 
available cotton, rayon and wool 
fabrics.” 

The “body basic,” or the basic 


silhouette of the untrimmed dress, | 
and the “trimming allowance,” or | 


restrictions on the size and de- 
sign of fabric trimmings, consti- 
tute the new double control of 
fabric use. 

Brought under restrictions for 
the first time in a_ revision of 
WPB’s clothing production con- 
servation order L-85, are mater- 
nity dresses and all types of neck- 
wear. 

Newly banned, in addition to 
double-breasted suits and jackets 


are culottes, skating skirts, rever-| 
sible or lined or quilted skirts, | 
dresses with bi-swing or Norfolk | 
backs, and epaulets. 


Buttons on cuffs and the num- 
ber of packets for every garment, 
except skirts, were limited to 
two. Skirts may not have more 
than one pocket. 


The trimming allowance is 
achieved by square-inch limita- 
tions of fabric usage, with the 
maximum equivalent to half a 
yard of 39-inch material. Design 
is restricted in \v-idth, thickness 
and depth of neckwear items. 


Bows, ruffles and other frills like- 
wise are limited. 


The body basic control regula- | 
tions are designed to narrow the 
sweep of evening gowns and 
skirts and to eliminate the peg: | 
top skirt, which came into fash- | 
ion when the original order limit- | 
ed skirt hem measurements but 
not skirt top measurement. ‘ 

Nor can there be any more be- 
tween-length dressy dresses, for 
a dress must either conform to 
ankle-length evening dress regu- 
lations or daytime length meas- 
urements. ' 

Maternity dresses, and dresses ' 


for women more than 5 feet 7% 
inches tall, may be one inch long- 
than the prescribed dress 
length for regular sizes. 

Although maternity dress al- 
lowances are restricted for the 
first time, the hip measurement 
may exceed the body basic meas- 
urement without curtailing any 
other measurements allowed in 
usual women’s wear. 

The WPB emphasizes that the 
revision, as well as the original 
L-35 order allows wide designing 
latitude. At the same time, the 
announcement said, the basic 
measurements are planned _ to 
keep existing wardrobes in fash- 
ion and to discourage non-essen- 
tial purchases for replacements.

TULELAKE, Cal., May 24.—() 
More than 100,000 
Japanese-Americans became home- 
sick @ yvear or s0 ago, and so far 
as could be determined by a visit 
to this relocation center, they've 
not been cured. Most of them still 
want to go home. 

There are about 14,000 of them 
confined to this 7.000-acre tract on 
the lake-bottom lands of northern 
California. 

They are growing potatoes, 
grain and truck garden crops; rais- 
ing hogs and chickens, running 
their own co-operative stores and 
shops, going to school, getting 
married: having babies. 

Another 90.000 are on nine oth- 
er relocation centers in California. 
Arizona. Utah, Wyoming, Colorado 
and Arkansas 

They have become the subject 
of national controversv—whether 
they are pampered disloyalists or 
potential disilovalists, receiving 
food and care at the expense of 
the public at large. or whether 
thev are being discriminated 
against in violation of their rights.

That fact alone is of special interest to the 
church, but it is a matter of special interest 
to the south, that this first priest’s first work 
was in the south, notably in Kentucky, Mary- 
land and Louisiana. 

The young priest, who was but 25 years of 
age when he arrived in this country from 
France, signed himself, “Stephen Theodore 
Badin, Proto-Priest of the U. S. A.” Proto 
means “first.” 

The proto-priest arrived at Baltimore on 
March 29, 1792, and on May 25, at a gala cere- 
mony, the priesthood was conferred for the 
first time in the United States by its first 
bishop, Bishop John Carroll. An interesting 
fact about the bishop was that he had been 
suggested for the post by Banjamin Franklin 
when Franklin was consulted by an emissary 
from the Vatican. There was a Catholic popu- 
lation of no more than 30,000 in the United 
States at the time the young priest took up 
his work. 

He became not merely a great priest but 
a great American. His reply to Calumnies that 
a priest is not fitted for citizenship “because 
he has sworn allegiance to a foreign potentate,” 
is widely quoted as a classic statement of a 
priest’s patriotism. The statement was made 
in March, 1835, at a memorable address in the 
cathedral at Cincinnati. The extract is as 
follows: 

“T have taken an oath of allegiance to the 
Government and Constitution of the United 
States. I was an American in feeling and con- 
viction long before I became a naturalized 
citizen of the Republic. I would die with a 
devotion next to that I owe to my God for 
the country of my choice. Far from being 
obliged, as some of these statements assert, to 
swear fidelity to any foreign power at his ordi- 
nation, the Catholic priest fully understands 
that it is his duty—natural, civil and religious 
—to be true to his country.” 

The proto-priest of the United States died 
April 21, 1853, in his 84th year.

Lewis and the AFL 

The United Mine Workers, the independent 
labor union of which John L. Lewis is presi- 
dent, has applied for reaffiliation with the 
American Federation of Labor. resident 
William Green, of the AFL, states the execu- 
tive council of that organization is considering 
the application in “sympathetic way.” 

Lewis broke with the AFL eight years ago. 
It was then he formed the rival organization, 
the CIO. Later, he left that organization, too, 
making the United Mine Workers an independ- 
ent organization. 

Lewis, today, has brought down more public 
condemnation upon organized labor than any 
man in all its history. His attitude toward 
the legal authority for settlement of labor 
disputes, the War Labor Board, amounts to no 
less than brazen defiance of the government of 
this nation and of the nation’s laws. 

His called strike of the coal miners 
factually, sabotage of the national war pro- 
gram. If legislation now pending in congress 
becomes law such acts as he has perpetrated 
with the nation at war will render him liable 
to imprisonment. The great bulk of loyal citi- 
zens regard him as little, if any, short of a 
traitor. Even a majority of the mine workers 
are opposed to striking under war conditions, 
though union discipline compels them to obey 
his orders. 

There is all probability the AFL council 
will vote to readmit Lewis and the UMW to 
the AFL fold. It is doubtful, however, if the 
AFL will thereby gain anything which can 
possibly offset the onus of having such as 
Lewis in its official personnel.

It is not surprising that reports coming out of 
Germany tell of rioting in Berlin and other cities 
as a result of the defeat of the Axis forces in 
North Africa. Relatives of the men: who were 
killed or captured in that area are demanding 
news of what has happened. Probably the riot- 
ing will be put down with a stern hand. The 
Gestapo has the reputation of dealing with such 
happenings in a way that is not pleasant to 
contemplate.

More than this, the poll indicates that he is even stronger today 
than he was in 1940, when, in the face of all the opposition to 
violating the traditional third-term rule, he still commanded some 
04 per cent of the total vote. 

Accepting the Fortune figures, he would run considerably better 
than he did against Mr. Willkie, war or no war. 


TO DESTROY ILLUSION There can be no mistaking the fact 


7 the magazine’s findings will be the 
bitterest blow G. O. P. hopefuls have sustained in many months. 
Coming on the hgels of the recent Gallup poll, which showed the 
same result with a different set of figures (58 per cent for Roose- 
velt if the war is still on), it will be enough to destroy the last 
remaining illusion of Republican chances of success next year. 

Republican hopes soafed to a high point after the 1942 con- 
gressional elections, which saw the party come close to capturing 
control of the lower house for the first time in a dozen years. 
Since then the country has been treated to a steady refrain of 
claims that the party would elect the next President. 

Absolutely nothing has appeared on the national political hori- 
zon to justify such claims. The only possible basis for G. O. P. 
hopes was the upturn in the last congressional contest, which still 
left it a minority party, and the general dissatisfaction manifested 
over restrictive measures brought on by the war effort. Neither of 
these factors ever seemed to have any pointed bearing on the 
coming presidential race. 

Mr. Roosevelt has certainly done nothing to decrease his popu- 
larity with the country since the 1940 election. He has studiously 
avoided any major clash with congress. 


IN HIS FAVOR On the other hand, any unbiased appraisal 

of the political effects of the war situation 
would seem to work in his favor. The war increased his stature 
as a statesman instead of lowering it. The manner in which we 
were drawn into the conflict justified all of his forebodings on the 
inevitability of our involvement, and placed the stamp of fore- 
sight on his earlier policies. 

Since our entry into the war he has shown a grasp of the 
global scope of our operations which is unsurpassed by any other 
Allied statesman.” Indeed, he has come to be looked upon as the 
leading figure among Allied government heads. 

Perhaps more important than all, his initiation of the African 
campaign, which Prime Minister Churchill has frankly credited to 
him, shows he has the qualities of a commander-in-chief. 

None of these things were designed to dictate an entry on the 
deficit side of the Roosevelt political book. To the contrary, there 
Was every reason to suppose they would be translated into politi- 
cal assets. 

The Fortune poll shows just precisely that. It is too early yet 
to make an appraisal of Mr. Roosevelt’s war administration. That 
cannot be written until the war books are closed. But his leader- 
ship in our far-flung efforts to date has been one in which the 
country may well take pride. 


SPLENDID JOB Under the circumstances, it is inconceivable 

, that public opinion could turn against a man 
who is acknowledged to be doing a splendid job. There may be 
grievances, some meddling, and a certain amount of lost motion. 
But the public is sufficiently balanced in its judgment to realize 
these are the normal products of war, which is an institution of 
waste to begin with. 

The Fortune poll is evidence enough that the country, with all 
of its grumblings and impatience, still maintains a proper sense of 
proportion. So long as the President is doing the good job he is, 
it would be unthinkable to turn him out in favor of a new and 
untrained man. 

As time goes by, it will become more and more apparent that 
he will be overwhelmingly re-elected if he is the nominee of his 
party next year.

The exile of Trotsky, the execution of the 
Trotskyists, the famous purges of those guilty 
(and a few not guilty) of conspiring with the 
Germans, the pact with Germany, the war 
with Germany and the future of Russia all are 
a part of the pattern which led to the an- 
nouncement. 

Indeed, I think the Russians, with a candor 
which can match their secrecy, stated the plain 
truth about it. The official newspaper of the 
Russian state, Pravda, said that “the Comin- 
tern had outgrown itself.” That, | think, to 
be the literal truth. It was rather obvious that 
it had. 

The Russians used the Communist Interna- 
tional, or the Comintern, until it was no ionger 

of any value to them, but, instead, a liability. Im the days of 
Trotsky and Lenin, it was used as the basis of the movement—a 
world revolution. After the defeat of Trotsky and his exile, it was 
used secretly and effectively as a sort of foreign policy weapon, 
or club. The Soviets parried with it or they attacked with it. They 
used it in labor, in politics and in the swaying of public opinion. 
It was, I think, one of these uses of the Comintern which 

brought about the decision to disband it. 
This was the action following the 


ALLIANCE OF INFAMY , 
so-called alliance of infamy 


with Germany in 1939. We now know that Russia was, in effect 
forced into the pact by the delaying tactics of England ard France, 
who were trying to bring about a Russo-German war. Russia 
got everything she wanted and gave up nothing. She gained time 
to get ready for a war which she knew was coming. The pact was 
not, in the light of what we know, infamous. It was cynical. 

What Russia did to destroy the value of the Comintern was to 
use its member groups in England and in this country to oppose 
the war effort and the war sentiment of the two countmes. This 
was a foolish and disastrous decision. | 

It did have this added effect—it made the Communist parties 
in England ahd America look extremely foolish. They had, up to 
the very minute of the pact, been carrying on a hue and cry against 
Germany and against the war. | 

All of a sudden they felt they had to switch and become friend- 
ly with Germany. : 

Some months later came the attack by Germany on Russia and 
again the Communist parties in this country and England had to 
make an acrobatic leap to the other side, 

It was rather obvious, with the making of the pact, that while 
the Communist party in both countries looked to Russia for ad- 
vice, that the Russian Communists held them in contempt and did 
not consider them worthy of notice or consideration. 

Whatever use the Communist parties were to Russia grew less 
and less and the cost of them to Russia grew more and more. The 
acrobatics of the party members created a vast amount of bitter- 
ness toward them and toward Russia among conservative and lib- 
eral peoples alike. The Communist party of America, never large, 
and lacking almost entirely in influence save for a small amount 
in New York City, was laughed at uproariously after the cynical 
pact and has never recovered from being laughed at. 

One may assume that it will remain as an independent party. 
But its leadership is bankrupt. Browder, whose criminal convic- 
tion was entirely just, is again pictured as a man held in con- 
tempt by his former masters. How much of a nuisance value it 
will have remains to be seen. It undoubtedly will lose members 
and become weaker and with less influence than ever before. You 
may write Browder off as a force. He will remain a nuisance, 


nothing more. 


LESSON FOR RUSSIA One may see in the announcement 


the fact that Russia has learned a 
lesson. It was one of the Russian weaknesses that they could not 
see that any loyalty which cut across a national loyalty was most 
offensive to each nation involved. This loyalty they now see and 
urge upon all peoples of all nations. 

It is evident that the co-operation of the war has brought about 
a better understanding. The move, growing out of all these many 
happenings, might mean a profound improvement of international 
relations in the future. 

I for one always resented those persons who went around being 
afraid of Communism in this country. They were not very strong 
in their American faith. 

I believe, and always have believed, that the foundations of 
this nation and its form of government were sufficiently strong to 
resist any attack by the Communist party or any effort to have 
it adopt the Communist ideology. 

The announcement leaves high and dry those fearful 
persons who always were shouting “Red” and “Communist” 
anyone who did not agree with them. 

It also leaves high and dry the Germans, Japanese and Italians 
who bound themselves in an anti-Comintern axis. 

Perhaps now we may get down to the more serious business of 
opposing Fascism as it fights us under the flags of Germany, Japan 
and Italy.

Item: The world’s finest sugar pine, 200 feet high, and many 
giant redwoods, some over 2,000 years old, are in south Cala- 
varas Sequoia grove in California. They will be cut soon unless 
the government acts. 

Item: Americans take messkits from German prisoners be- 
cause they are superior. Ours are neither convenient nor efficient. 

Item: German gasoline cans: are used repeatedly. Our five- 
gallon cans, familiar all over the world, are opened by punching a 
hole—and then discarded. When handled roughly, they frequent- 
ly burst at the seams. Great quantities of gasoline are lost this 
way. 

Item: Our combat planes can’t catch the Germans. Americans 
flying British Spitfires in Africa wonder why we won't admit 
they are the best of all planes and copy them. fl 

Item: Our timber, treated like a gold mine instead of a farm, 
is fast disappearing.

More Ration Stamps 


Become Valid 

Yesterday marked three validation dates in the food rationing. 

In the red stamps, yesterday was the first day you could use 
stamp J for purchase of meats, fats, and cheese, which means you 
may now use E, F, G, H and J for such items. 

In the blue stamps, a two-week overlap period began as stamps 
K, L, and M. became good for buying processed foods. Stamps 
G, H and J, which have been valid throughout this month, will 
expire on June 7; K, L, and M won't expire until July 7. 

Those canning sugar stamps—15 and 16 in War Ration Book 
One—also became good yesterday. Each is good for five pounds 
of sugar at any store. There is no registration of any kind re- 
quired this year to obtain canning sugar. 


' 


Good news for coffee drinkers is seen in the announcement 
Sunday that the next ration of coffee will be the largest yet. Stamp 
No. 24, which becomes valid May 31, will be good for_one pound 
of coffee through June 30, a period of 30 days. Stamp No. 23, 
which expires May 30, has been valid over a five-week period. 
Since rationing began on November 28, 1942, the ration has never 
exceeded one pound for five weeks, and once it dropped to one 
pound for six weeks.

the mounting fury of Allied air as- 
saults against Axis bastions in the 
Mediterranean. 

The terrific pace set over Sar- 
dinia and Sicily and into the en- 
virons of Rome itself has been has- 
tening Italy toward a crisis and 
thereby menacing the solidarity of 
the Axis. 

Kesselring “On Spot.” 

Symptomatic echoes of this 
crisis have been heard outside 
|'Axis-dominated lands after 190 
days of unabated bom vings. They 
reveal there is serious concern in 
Berlin. Hitler appears to have is- 
sued strict orders to Kesselring to 
strive with might and main to nul- 
lify the current Allied offensive, 
not only because of its military 
effectiveness, but to hold tn check 
the shakiness of the Italian people 
‘and the mounting unrest against 
‘Mussolini. 


Kesselring already has gotten 
busy. Florence is being evacuated 
and ancient Roman treasures are 
‘being removed from Rome to be 
stored safely away in the event 
that the Eternal City is bombed 
This indicates that the German 
high command has no intention of 
declaring Rome an open city and 
that the Axis is aware the battle 
for the continent will not lag or 
be less furious than the crushing 
Allied onslaughts which won Tu- 
nisia. 

Kesselring faces an unenviable 
‘situation similar to that which 
‘Colonel General Jurgen von Arnim 
faced in North Africa. 

So far he has not been able to 
throw a sufficient number of the 
Luftwaffe’s squadrons into aerial 
combat against Allied bombers.
